It doesn t suit the student body at 
all times to have the no dance rule 
before football games, the advance 
notice with a list of chaperones sub­ 
mitted for approval on all parties, 
the no dates during tile school week 
and other regulations enforced— but 
they are enforced. The universities 
have no authority over the homes 
and the students are largely of age 
and their own boss— but they have 
authority as to who shall be en­ 
rolled as students and as to what 
they must do to continue to have 
(he 'privileges of studentship. 
The same thing applies to high 
schools. The school boards have the 
light to make rules for the school 
and the right to enforce the rules. 
The board and the faculty en n’t com 
pol the students and the 'b re n ts of 
the students to observe Hie rules 
and regulations— but they have a 
right to deny the school privileges 
if they are not observed. 
The universities of the states ot 
Oklahoma and Kansas do not ap­ 
prove dancing. They do not order 
parties. They merely set forth rules 
and regulations which the student 
bodies must observe. It makes many 
talk about their personal liberty be­ 
ing infringed up on ami tlit* usual 
hubbub— but it makes if possible to 
have a great university and to main­ 
tain control of the student body.

Before 
an o th er 
crop 
can 
be 
m ade 
farm 
products 
become 
scarce 
and 
the 
consum er nays more, ’whoever hap­ 
pening to be helding this particular 
product getting the difference. Of 
course m any farm ers are hard pres­ 
sed and have no choice in the m at­ 
ter. O thers are not able to provide 
storage for their crops and hence 
are unable to hold until prices im ­ 
prove. 
This is one difficulty th at 
m ust be overcome before * farm ing 
interests comp 
into their own. 
A 
case in point is the Truck Growers 
association of Union Valley in this 
county. The m em bers have supplied 
them selves with am ple storage facil­ 
ities 
and 
are able 
to 
hold 
their 
potato crops until 
the 
price has 
reached 
a 
profitable 
point. 
As 
I 
see it, this is one of the b i g 'points 
iii the game. In time more public 
warehouses may be built where stuff 
can be stored a t reasonable rates 
and everything put on the m arket in 
an. orderly m anner, instead of be­ 
ing rushed out as soon as harvested.'
